HXPLANATION 


This.is the first of a series of publications designed to 
give similar material on agricultural loans in each of the 48 
States. Requests have been received from many sources for data 
that would show, by counties, the extent to which farmers are 
indebted, the extent to which they are using credit in their overa- 
tions, and the extent to which various agencies are supplying 
credit. 

The data presented include virtually all that are now avail- 
able on a county basis, and steps are being taken to obtain addi- 
tional information for release at some later time. Certain data, 
available on a State but not a county basis, are included to pro- 
vide a more complete picture of the farm-credit situation existing 
within the State than is revealed by the county data. 

Figures on loans to farmers held by insured commercial banks 
were taken from supplementary reports submitted by the banks with 
their June 29, 1940 call reports to the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, the Comotroller of the Currency, and the Board of 
Governors of the Federal Reserve System. Countydata were supplied 
also by the Farm Credit Administration and the Farm Security 


Administration. 
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FARM REAL ESTATE LOANS 
UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS 


The estimated amount of indebtedness secured by mortgages’ on farm real 
estate in New York on January 1, 1940 totaled $206,112,000 (table 1). This is 
about 80 percent of the amount at the beginning of 1928 when farm real estate 
debt was at its peak in New York. 


At the beginning of 1940 the Federal Land Bank of Springfield and the 
Land Bank Commissioner together held nearly one-fourth of the total farm real 
estate debt in New York. This compares with only about one-tenth at the be- 
ginning of 1933. Of the $48,982,000 of loans held by these two agencies on 
January 1, 1940, $35,997,000 were held by the Federal Land Bank. Most of the 
remainder of the debt was held by individuals, banks, and miscellaneous lenders, 
which as a group always have held the largest part of the total. On January 1, 
1940 insured commercial banks in New York held farm real estate loans totaling 
$15,883,000. Life insurance companies never have been an important source of 
farm mortgage credit in New York, and the joint stock land banks are becoming 
less and less important as their liquidation proceeds. 


SHORT-TERM LOANS TO FARMERS 


Om July a, 19k0, short-term loans to farmers in New York, other than those 
secured by farm real estate, held by insured commercial banks and various fed- 
erally sponsored agencies totaled $42,487,000. Personal and collateral loans 
by insured commercial banks amounted to $31,389,000; loans by production cred- 
it associations, $6,657,000; and rural rehabilitation loans by the Farm Security 
Administration, $4,117,000 (table 2). Smaller amounts of loans were held by 
the emergency crop and feed loan offices of the Farm Credit Administration and 
by the Regional Agricultural Credit Corporation of Washington, D. C., in liqui- 
ey, The Federal Intermediate Credit Bank of Springfield also held a small 
amount of loans and discounts made for private financing institutions. The 
Commodity Credit Corporation has made loans in New York amounting to $294,000 
from the date of organization up to July 1, 1940, of which $212,000 were made 
during the year ending July 1, 1940; figures on the amount of loans outstanding, 
however, are not available. Information is not available concerning the short- 
term credit extended by private individuals, merchants and dealers, marketins 


agencies, and cooperative organizations. 


Personal and collateral loans held by insured commercial banks in New 
York on January 1, 1935 and July 1, 1940 are classified by type of security in 
table 3. The net increase is largely accounted for by the increase in loans 
outstanding on warehouse receipts, most of which, it is believed, were purchased 
from banks in other States and were underwritten by the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration. Loans outstanding on livestock only, and on crops, equipment, and 
livestock also increased, while those outstanding on other collateral and 
unsecurcd loans decreased. In both vears, however, unsecured loons were larger 
than loans jon any of tho various typos of collatcral security.

Information is not available concerning the short- 
term credit extended by private individuals, merchants and dealers, marketing 
agencies, and cooperative organizations. 


Personal and collateral loans held by insured commercial banks in New 
York on January 1, 1935 and July 1, 1940 are classified by type of security in 
table 3. The net increase is largely accounted for by the increase in loans 
outstanding on warehouse receipts, most of which, it is believed, were purchased 
from banks in other States and were underwritten by the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration. Loans outstanding on livestock only, and on crops, equipment, and 
livestock also increased, while those outstanding on other collateral and 
unsccured loans decreased. In both vears, however, unsecured loans were larger 
than loans on any of tho various typos of collatcral security.

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LOANS TO FARMERS! COOPERATIVE ORGANIZATIONS 


On July 1, 1940, loans to farmers! cooperative organizations in New 
York were outstanding in the following amounts: 


sie Banks for cooperatives $ 2,323,000 
Agricultural Marketing Act revolving fund 619,000 
Farm Security Administration 194,000 


Although the Rural Electrification Administration has made no-loans to elec- 
trification cooperatives in New York, it has advanced a total of $1,668,000 to 
a private utility company for rural electrification purposes. 


Credit has also been extended to farmers! cooperatives through loans 
by commercial banks, private individuals, other cooperatives, and through 
purchases on credit from wholesalers and dealers. 


INTEREST RATHS AND CHARGES 


Farm mortgage interest rates in New York have been characterized by a 
marked degree of stability, the average rate for all lenders combined generally 
fluctuating between 5.5 percent and 5.9 percent (table 1). Only in recent 
years, when the Federal agencies have held a relatively large volume of farm 
mortgages at temporarily reduced rates, has this average dropped below 5.5 per- 
cent. The Federal Land Bank and Land Bank Commissioner, whose rates have been 
lower than the average rates of other lender groups in New York, charged 3.5 
percent and 4.0 percent, respectively, on January 1, 1940.. Beginning Duly Ly 
1940 the temporary rate on loans from the Land Bank Commissioner was reduced 
further to 3.5 percent. No interest rate data for lenders other than the Fed- 
eral agencies are available for years subsequent to 1936, but in some instances 
there is evidence to indicate that a reduction may have occurred in their rates 
as well. 


Interest rates on short-term agricultural loans in New York differ as 
between lenders. There are no current data for rates charged by commercial 
banks, but it seems probable that little, if any, reduction has taken place 
since 1936, at which time the interest rate most commonly charged by country 
banks that were members of the Federal Reserve System was 6 percent. On 
January 1, 1941, interest rates on emergency crop and feed loans were 4.0 per- 
cent, on production credit association loans, U5 percent, and on loans by the 
Regional Agricultural Credit Corporation, 5.5 percent (table 4). Farm Security 
Administration rehabilitation loans have remained at 5.0 percent since their 
inception. Since 1944, the maximum rate which could have been charged by pri- 
vate financing agencies on loans discounted with the Federal Intermediate Oredit 
Bank has been approximately the same as that charged by the production credit 
associations. Interest rates on drought-relief loans made during 1934-35 have 
continued in force unchanged. 

Owners of mortgaged farms in New York paid nearly $11,000,000 in farm 
mortgage interest charges during 1939, an amount which approximates that paid 
in 1917 and 1918 (table 1). This amount, however, is only about 75 percent of 
that paid in the peak years 1927-28. The largest part of these payments went to 
individuals, although since 1945 slightly more than 15 percent has been paid to 
the Federal agencies, even though they have been charging relatively low interest 
rates. .

The 
maximum interest rate which could have been charged farmer—borrowers on these 

loans was 3 percent higher than the rate charged private financing institutions 
by the intermediate credit bank. This spread has been allowed since April 1931. 


Interest charges on short-term agricultural loans in New York held by 
insured commercial banks and various federally sponsored agencies approximated 
$2,200,009 in 1939, over 80 percent of which was payable on personal and col- 
lateral loans held by insured commercial banks. No definite figures are avail- 
able on the interest charges payable on short-term credit extended by individuals, 
merchants and dealers, cooperatives, and others. 


CASH FARM INCOME 


Cash income received by farmers in New York during 1940 from the market- — 
ing of agricultural products totaled $334,427,000 (excluding Government pay- 
ments). This is slightly above the amount received in the post-depression peak 
year 1937 and is approximately 61 percent above the low year 1932. Government 
payments in 1940 totaled $6,211,000, the largest amount paid in any year since 
their inception, These payments in 1940 were about four times what they were in 
1936 and almost twice the amount in 1939. ) 


Slightly more than two-thirds of the total cash income from marketings 
in 1940 was derived from livestock and livestock products and the remaining one- 
third from crops. Dairy products were the leading source of income, accounting 
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for approximately two-thirds of the income from livestock and livestock prod- 
ucts. Poultry and. cggs were next and represented about one-fifth. Of the 
income from the sale of crops, vegetables were the’most important item, ac- 
counting for nearly 50 percent. Fruits, which were next in order of importance, 
contributed about 20 percent of the income from crops.

FARM LAND VALUES AND TRANSFERS 


Farm real estate values in New York have followed a trend similar to 
that for the country as a whole, rising to a peak in 1920 and declining there- 
after to a low in 1933 and 1934. Reports of the Bureau of the Census indicate 
that the value per acre averaged approximately $55 per acre in both 1935 and 
1940. This is only slightly higher than the per-acre value in 1910. In con- 
trast to the value trend, farm mortgage debt continued to rise after 1920 until 
1928. This reflects an increase in both the number of farms mortgaged and the 
ratio of debt to value. Whereas farm values in New York are now approximately 
what they were in 1910, farm mortgage debt is about 4O percent higher. 


Voluntary transfers of farm real estate often result in increases in 
farm mortgage debt and forced transfers in decreases. From 1927 to 1945 the 
number of voluntary sales in New York declined nearly one-half, falling from 
37.5 to 21.6 per 1,000 of all farms. A rise in 1936 and 1937 to a new peak 
almost equal to that of the Jate 1920's was followed by a moderate decline. 
Voluntary transfers in the year ending March 15, 1940 wore 26.8 per’ 1,000 of 
all farms or approximately 25 percent above the low of 1935. 


Forced transfers (tax sales, foreclosures, bankruptcies, assignments to 
creditor, etc.) continued at about the same volume during the late 1920's and 
early 1930's. A sharp increase during 1932 and 19343 in this type of transfer 
resulted in a peak in the latter year of 53.5 per 1,000 of all farms or almost 
double that of the late 1920's. Since 19435 the number of forced sales has 
declined steadily, and for the year ending March 15, 1940 was 11.8 per 1,000 of 
all farms or only about one-third of the number in the peak year 1943. 


Farm real estate holdings in New York of lending agencies (excluding 
individuals and miscellaneous lenders) have declined considerably since their 
peak in 1936, and at the beginning of 1940 their book value totaled approx- 
imately $3,800,000 or only about 60 percent of the total in 1936. ‘The largest 
part, or nearly one-half, of the total was held by commercial banks, with the 
remainder about equally divided between the Federal Land Bank and the joint 
stock land banks. Holdings of both the Land Bank Commissioner and life insur- 
ance companies were relatively small. 


DELINQUENCIES AND DEBT ADJUSTMENT 


The number of delinquent Federal land bank and Land Bank Commissioner 
loans in New York has shown a marked increase since 1937. At the end of both 
1939 and 1940 approximately 18 percent of the Federal land bank loans were 
delinguent, which is the highest percentage since the peak years 1932-33, and 
compares with about 30 percent in 1932 and & percent in 1937. Land Bank Com- 
missioner loan delinquencies on December 31 of both 1939 and 1940 were about 25 


ercent of the loans outstanding, the highest they have ever been since the 
inception of this tyne of loan. 
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Farm debdt acjustment has been of some importance in New York. Reports 
of the Farm Security Administration indicate that from September 1, 1935 to 
the end of 1940 nearly 2,900 cases were considered by the various county com- 
mittees. Of these nearly 2,300 were adjusted by reductions in debt or interest 
rates, extensions, or some other method. Indebtedness totaling nearly $12,000,~ 
000 was reduced an average of approximately 15 percent, 


LOANS OUTSTANDING AND LOANS MADE, BY COUNTIES ; 
Farm Real Estate Loans. 


Farm mortgage holdings in New York of several lender groups by counties 
at specified dates in 1940 are set forth in table 5. With respect to the loans 
of insured commercial. banks, it should be noted that they are distributed on 
the basis of the location of the bank rather than the location of the real es- 
tate security. It is probable, however, that most of the loans were made within 
the county in which the banks are loceted and that such overlapping as exists 
tends to be offset as between counties, Some indication of the change in the 
amount of farm mortgages held by insured commercial banks by counties between 
January 1, 1935 and July 1, 1940 is given in table &. 


County figures for the Federal Land Bank and Land Bank Commissioner rep- 
resent the face amount of outstanding loans rather than the unpaid principal, 
he latter figures not being available by counties. Some indication of the 
differences between these two sets of figures can be obtained by comparing the 
State totals shown in table 5 with the actual amount of farm real estate loans 
held by these two agencies on January 1, 1940 as shown in table 1. As many: 
borrowers have loans from both agencies, figures are given showing the estimated 
number of borrowers ag well as the number of loans, 


The number and amount of loans made by the Federal Land Bank and Land 
Bank Commissioner in each New York county during 1940 are shown in table 6. Here 
again the estimated number of borrowers as well as the number of loans is shown. 
Of the $1,394,900 of loans closed by the Federal Land Bank during 1940, approx~ 
imately 59 percent was used for refinancing indebtedness, 23 percent for pur- 
Chasing land or redeeming land from foreclosure, 12 percent for general agricul- 
tural purposes, including buildings and improvements, and 6 percent for national 
farm loan association stock and fees. Of the amount used for refinancing in- 
debtedness, a little more than &0 percent went for refinancing farm real estate 
mortgages held by other types of lenders, Proceeds of the Land Bank Commissioner 
loans were used for purposes similar to those indicated for the Federal Land Bank, 
A larger part of the total amount loaned, however, was used for refinancing in- 
debtedness than in the case of the Federal Land Bank, but only about two-thirds 
of this amount was used for refinancing existing farm real estate loans. 


In an effort to encourage farm ownership, the Farm Security Administration 
fas made tenant-purchase loans in selected counties in New York (table 5). In 
addition to the tenant-purchase loans, the Farm Security Administration on 

July 1, 1940 held loans in New York totaling $157,299, which were made for con- 
struction of farmstead improvements, but these are not available by counties,

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Short-Term Loans to Farmers 


Amounts of short-term loans to farmers held by insured commercial banks 
and various federally sponsored agencies on July 1, 1940 are shown for each 
county in New York in table 7. There are significant differences among coun- 
ties in New York, both in the total amount of credit outstanding and in the 
amounts held by various credit agencies. In making comparisons, it should be 
kept in mind that personal and collateral loans of insured commercial banks are 
distributed on the basis of the location of the bank. For example, at first 
glance, the figure shown for New York County in column 1 of table 7 might be 
taken to indicate that personal and collateral loans to.farmers in that county 
totaled $5,838,000; whereas the figure actually indicates that banks located 
in New York County held that amount of loans. Moreover, it is probable that 
many of the loans were ‘cotton loans which had been purchased from banks in 
other States. 


Agricultural loans held by insured commercial banks located in each 
county in New York on January 1, 1935 and July 1, 1940 are classified by type 


of security in table 8. In the case of certain counties, for which information - 


could not be shown without revealing data for individual banks, figures have 
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been combined with those of one or more other counties... Although short-term 
loans outstanding tend to be slightly higher on July 1 than on January 1 be- 
cause of the seasonal requirements of agriculture, most of the net change 
between 1935 and 1940 has been due to other factors. 


The number and amount of Loans made in each county in New-York during

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EXPLANATION 


This is one of a series of publications. designed to give ma 
terial on agricultural loans in each of the 48 States. Requests 
have been received from many sources for data that would show, by 
counties, the extent to which farmers are indebted, the extent to 
which they are using credit in their operations, and the extent to 
which various agencies are supplying credit. 

The data presented include virtually all that are now avail- 
able on a county Dasis, and steps are being taken to obtain addi- 
tional information for release at some later time. Certain data, 
available on a State but not a county basis, are included to pro- 
vide a more complete picture of the farm-credit situation existing 
within the State than is revealed by the county data. 

Figures on loans to farmers hold by insured commercial banks 
were taken from supplementary reports submitted by the banks with 
their June 29, 1940 call reports to the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, the Comptroller of the Currency, and the Board of 
Governors of the Federal Reserve System. County data were supplied 
also by the Farm Credit Administration and the Farm Security Admin- 


istratione 


FARM REAL ESTATE LOANS Y ALLIno}s 


Farm-mortgage debt in Illinois on January 1, 1940 is estimated 
at $420,927,000 (table 1). This is only about 60 percent of the amount 
outstanding at the beginning of tho peak year 1924. 


The Federal Land Bank of St. Louis and the Land Bank Commissimor 
together held slightly more than two-fifths of the total farm-mortgrge 
debt in Illinois on January 1, 1940, their combinod holdings oxcceding 
those of any other lender groun. Of the $174,920,000 of loans held by 
these two agencies, $137,595,000 were loans of the Fedoral Land Bank. 
On January 1, 1933, the Federal Land Bank held only about 10 percent of 
the total farm real estate loans. 


Life insurance companics have been an important source of loan 
funds in Illinois and on January 1, 1940 held nearly one-fourth of the 
total farn-mortgage debt. During the latter part of the 1920's and the 
carly 1930's, these institutions were the chief single source of farm- 
mortgage funds. Individuals, banks, and a groun of miscellaneous Jenders 
have also been imvortant lenders. Insured commercial banks in Illinois 
on January 1, 1940 held farm real estate loans totaling $23,814,000. 
The joint stock land banks on the samo date held $6,726,000 of loans or 
less than ono-tenth of the amount held at the beginning of 1928. Since 
1933 these banks have been in the vrocess of liquidation, but in most 
of the years before that time they were more important than the Federal 
Land Bank as holders of farm mortgagos in Illinois. 


SHORT=TERM LOANS TO FaRMDRS 


On July l, 1940, shorttorm loans to farmers in Illinois, other 
than those secured by farm real estate, held by insured commercial 
banks and various federally sponsored agencies totaled $118,176,000. 
Personal and collateral loans held by insured commercial banks amounted 
to $100,953,000; loans by production credit associations, $9,094,000; 
and rural rehabilitation loans by the Farm Security Administration, 
$7,038,000 (table 2). Smaller amounts of loans were held by the 
Emergency Crop and Feed Loan Office’ of the Farm Credit Administration 
in St. Louis, Missouri and by the Regional Ag icultural Credit Corpo 
ration of Washington, D. C., in liquidation. The Federal Intermedi- 
ate Credit Bank of St. Louis also held a small amount of loans and 
discounts made for private financing institutions. 


Loans made by the Commodity Credit Corporation in Illinois, 
including both those made directly by the Commodity Credit Corvor~ 
ation and those guarantees by the Corporation but made by banks 
and other lenfing agencies, total $55,631,000 during the year onding

Personal and collateral loans hold by insured commercial banks 
in Illinois on January 1, 1935 and July 1, 1940 aro classified by tyne 
of sccurity in table 3. “The net -increase: is largely accounted for by 
the increase in loans outstanding .on crops; equipment, and lives tock 
and on warehouse receipts. Many of ‘the enna on warehouse reccipts, 
it is believed, were underwritten by the Commodity Credit ‘Corporation. 
Loans outstanding on livestock only, on other collateral, and unse-— 
cured loans also increased. In both years, . ‘however, unsecured loans 
were outstanding in large amounts.

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LOANS TO FARMERS! COOPERATIVE ORGANIZATIONS 


On July 1, 1940, outstanding loans to farmers! cooperative 
organizations in Illinois from the Agricultural Marketing Act evolve 
tng fund’ totaled $1,910,000; the banks for cooperatives, .$1,291;000; 
and, the. Federal. Intermediate: Credit Bank, $7,300. 


From the date of its organization to January i, 1941, the Rural 
Electrification Administration has advanced $13,568,000 to electrifi- 
cation cooperatives and $81,000 to private utility companies in Illinois 
for rural electrification purposes, nearly all of which is still out- 
standing. 


— Credit has also been extended to farmers' cooperatives through 
loans by commercial banks, private individuals, other cooperatives, 
and through purchases on credit from wholesalers and dealers. 


INTEREST RaTES AND CHARGES 


Interest rates on farm-mortgage debt in Illinois generally have 
averaged between 5.4 and 6.0 percent, being highest during the 1920's 
(table 1). The large proportion of debt held by the Federal Land Bank 
and Land Bank Commissioner during recent years has been a primary factor 
in the decline of the average below 5.0 percent. These two agencies 
usually have loaned at rates as low as or lower than those charged by 
other lender groups. On January 1, 1940 the temporarily reduced rates 
of the Federal Land Bank and Land Bank Commissioner were 3.5 and 4.0 
percent, respectively; since July 1, 1940 the latter agency also has 
charged 3.5 percent, the difference between the reduced rates and the 
contract rates being paid from the United States Treasury. Authority 
for this reduction in the effective rate to be paid by the borrower 
extends to June 30, 1942. 


Rates charged by life insurance companies on loans in Illinois 
have compared favorably with those of the Federal agencies, except they 
have not shown the same tendency to decline since the end of the 1920's. 
Illinois is one of the few States in which the joint stock land banks 
have loaned at rates aporeciably below their more usual rate of 6.0 per- 
cent. Rates on loans of individuals, banks, and others have averaged 
higher than those of the centralized lenders but usually have not ex- 
ceeded 6.0 percent. Of this grouv, banks usually charged the highest 
rates. Data for lenders other than the federally sponsored institutions 
are not available for years subsequent to 1936, but it is likely that 
some reduction may have occurred in their rates also. 


Interest rates on short-term agricultural loans in Illinois 
differ as between lenders. No current data for rates charged by com- 
mercial banks are available, but it seems probable that only a slight 
reduction has taken place since 1936, at which time the interest rate 
most commonly charged by country banks that were members of the Federal 
Reserve System was 6 percent. On January 1, 1941, interest rates on 
emergency crop and feed loans were 4.0 percent; on production-credit 
association loans, 4.5 percent; and on loans by the Regional Agricul- 
tural Credit Corporation, 5.5 percent (table 4). Farm Security Admin- 
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istration rehabilitation loans have remained at 5.0 percent since their 
inception. Since 1934,;. the maximum rate which could have been charged 

by private financing agencies on loans discounted with the Federal In- 

termediate Credit Bank: has been the same as that'i.charged by the produc- 
tio credit associations. Interest rates on drought-relief loans made 

during 1934-35 have continued in force unchanged.

The maximum interest rate which could have been charged 
farmer—borrowers on these loans was 3 percent higher than the rate 
charged private financing institutions by the intermediate credit 
bank. This spread has been allowed since April 1931. 


Owners of mortgaged farms in Illinois paid a little more than 
$20 , 000, 000 in farm-mortgage interest charges during 1939 (table 1). 
This approyimates the amount paid during 1916-17 but is a little less 
than one-heif the amount payable during the peak years 1922-24. The 
largest part of these peyments during recent years has gone to the 
Federal agencies and life insurance companies. 


Interest charges on short-term agricultural loans in Illinois 
held by insured commercial banks, agencies supervised by the Farm 
Credit Administration, and the Farm Security Administration approxi- 
mated $5,500,000 in 1939, over 85 percent of which was payable on 
personal and collateral loans held by insured commercial banks. No 
definite figures are available on the interest charges payable on 


ghort-term credit: extended by’ individuais;- Sechelt s ahd-dealers> 
cooperatives, and others.’ 


CASH FARM INCOME 


Cash income Nee ~ farmers in Illinois from the marketing 
of agricultural products during 1940 totaled $540,498,000 (excluding | 
Government payments). This exceeds the amount received in the previous 
post-depression peak year 1937 and is more than double the amount in: 
the low year 1932. Government- payments in 1940 totaled $35, ¥ 50,000 
or about one-fifth lower than’ in 1939. Except for 1939, however, these 
payments in 1940 were higher than for any year since 1934. 


Slightly more than 60 percent of the total cash income from 
marketings in 1940 was derived from livestock and livestock products 
and the remainder from crops. Meat animals were the leading source 
of income, accounting for approximately two-thirds of the income 
from livestock and livestock products. Dairy products were next and 
represented a little more than one-fifth. Of the income from the sale 
of crops, corn was the most important item, accounting for a little 
more than 50 percent. Soybeans and wheat were of about equal impor 
tance, each contributing about one-eighth. Fruits and vegetables ac- 
counted for only about 5 percent of the income from crops. 


FARM LAND. VALUES AND TRANSFERS 


Farm real estate values in Illinois, like those in most other 
States, rose rapidly in the years immediately preceding 1920 and sub- 
sequently declined to a low around 19343. Values in Illinois, however, 
did not increase during the post-war rise to the extent that they did 
for the country as a whole, and the decline was somewhat greater there- 
after. Farm land values in Illinois in 1940 were only about 45 percent 
of what they were in the peak year 1920, but they were nearly LO per- 
cent greater than they were in 1933. Preliminary figures of the Burem 
of the Census indicate that the value of farm: real estate in Illinois 
at the beginning of 1940 averaged approximately $82 per acre. The 
trend of farm values was similar in many respects to that of mortgage 
debt, but the total value of farm land and buildings in Illinois in 
1940 was only about 72 percent of what it was in 1910, whereas farm— 
mortgage debt was nearly 60 percent greater. 


The voluntary transfer of farm real estate often results in 
debt increases, whereas forced transfers usually bring about decreascse 
From 1926 (the earlicst date for which data are available) to 1934 
voluntary transfers of farm real estate in Illinois declined steadily, 
falling from 22.3 to.13.eec per 1,000 of, all farms. <A sharp reversal 
of this trend in the next few years brought the number to a peak of 
34.4 per 1,000 in the year ending March 15, 1937. Although somewhat 
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less in number in subsequent years, they are still in substantial 
volume as compared with the years before 1937. 


Forced transfers (tax sales, foreclosures, bankruptcies, as- 
signments to creditors, etc.) during the period 1926-31, annually 
averaged about 20 per 1,000 of all farms. By 1933, however, they 
had increased sharply to 50.7 per 1,000. Since 1937 the number has 
been relatively small, and for the year ending March 15, 1940 was 
only 10.2 per 1,000 of all. farms. 


Farm real estate in Illinois held by lending agencies (ex- 
cluding individuals and miscellaneous lenders) has shown a notice- 
able decrease during the last few years, its book value declining 
from a neak of about $60,000,000 at the beginning of 1937 to a 
total of $42,000,000 on January 1, 1940. At the beginning of 1940, 
holdings of life insurance companies represented about 80 percent 
of the total. Real estate holdings of these institutions, however, 
are not entirely comparable with those of other lenders, as insur- 
ance companies usually follow the practice of carrying as real 
estate those farms sold undcr contract of sale. 


The joint stock land banks in earlier years held considerable 
farm real ostate, but on January 1, 1940 their holdings totaled only 
$4,400,000, or little more than one-half the amount held in 1937. 
Holdings of insured commercial banks and the Federal Land Bank on 
January 1, 1940 together about equalled those of the joint stock 
land banks, totaling $2,600,000 and $1,500,000, respectively. The 
Land Bank Commissioner held a relatively small amount. 


DELINQUENCIES AND DEBT ADJUSTMENT 


The number of Federal Land Bank loans delinquent in Illinois 
at the end of 1940 was eaual to about 8 percent of the total or ap- 
proximately the same proportion as at the end of the previous year. 
This comoores with 46 percent at the end of both 1932 and 1933. De- 
linquency of Land Bank Commissioner loans at the end of both 1949 
and 1940 was equal to 11 percent, which compares with a Little more 
than 5 percent in 1936 and 13 vercent in 1938. In general the de- 
linguency situation in Illinois, as indicated by the experience of 
these two agencies, is more favorable than in most other States. 


Farm-debt adjustment has been of some importance in Illinoise 
Reports of the Farm Security Administration show that between Sep— 
tember 1, 1935 and the end sf 1940 nearly 7,400 cases were considered 
by the various county committecs. Of these neerly 3,700 were ad- 
justed by reductions in debt or interest rates, extensions, or some 
othor method. Indebtedness totaling $17,600,000 was reduced on an 
average of approximately 25 percent. 
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LOANS OUTSTANDING AND LOANS MADE, BY COUNTIES 
Farm Real Estate Loans 


Table 5 sets forth the farm-mortgage holdings of several 
lender groups by counties at specified dates in 1940. With respect 
to the loans of insured commercial banks, it should be noted that 
they are distributed on the basis of the location of the bank rather 
than the location of the roal estate security. It is very likely, 
however, that most of the loans were made within the county in which 
the banks are locatod and that such overlapping as cxists tends to 
be offsct as between counties. Some indication of the change in the 
amount of farm mortgeges held by insured commercial banks by counties 
between January 1, 1935 and July 1, 1940 is givon in table 8. 


County figures for the Federal Land Bank and Land Bank Com- 
missioner revresent the face amount of outstanding loans rather than 
the unpaid principal, the latter figures not being available by 
counties. Some indication of the differences between these two sets 
of figures can be obtained by comparing the State totals shown in 
table 5 with the unpaid princival amount of farm real estate loans 
held by these two Federal agencies on January 1, 1940 as set forth 
in table 1. As many borrowers have loans from both agencies, figures 
showing the estimated number of borrowers are presented also. 


The number and amount of loans made by the Federal Land Bank 
and Land Bank Commissioner during 1940 in each Illinois county ere 
shown in table 6. Here again the estimated number of borrowors, as 
well as the number of loans, is shown. Of the $7,165,200 of loans 
closed by the Federal Land Bank during 1940, approximately 57 per- 
cent was used for refinancing indebtedness, 34, percent for purchas- 
ing land or redeeming land from foreclosure, 3 percent for general 
agricultural purposes, including buildings and improvements, and 6 
percent for national farm loan association stock and fees. Of the 
amount used for refinancing indebtedness, nearly 85 percent went 
for refinancing farm reel estate mortgages. Proceeds of the Land 
Bank Commissioner loans were used for purposes similar to those in- 
dicated for the Fedoral Land Bank, A larger part of the total 
anount loaned, however,was used for buying land and receeming farm 
real estate from foreclosure. 


In an effort to encourage farm ownership, the Farn Security 
Administration has made tenant-nurchase loans in selected Illinois 
counties (table 5). This agency has also made special real estate 
loans totaling $3,883, but they have made no loans in Illinois for 
the construction of farmstead improvenents.

In 
making comparisons, it snould be kept in mind that personal and col- 
lateral loans of insurod commercial banks are distributed on the basis 
of the location of the bank. For oxanple, at first glance, the figure 
shown for Conk County in column 1 of tnabdle { might be taken to indicate 
that porsonal and collateral loans to farmers in that county totaled 
$8,666,000; whereas the figure actually indicates that benks located 
in Cook County held that amount of loans. It ig probable that loans 
on crops and livestock have been made to producers living outside 

Cook County who may have established lines of crestit with banks in 

the marketing center, Chicago. Moroover many of the loans, particu~ 
larly corn loans guaranteed by the Commodity Credit Corporation, have 
been purchased fron other banks by banks in Chicago. 


Agricultural loans held by insured commercial banks located in 
each county in Dllinois on January 1, 1935 ane dW de 1940 are clase 
sified by type of security in table &. Although short-tern loans out- 
standing tend to be slightly highor on July 1 than on January 1 be- 
cause of the seasonal requirements of agriculture, most of the net 
change between 1935 ani 1940 has boen due to other factors. 


The number and amount of loans made in each county in Illinois 
during 1940 by the production-credit associations and through the 
Emergency Crop and Feed Lean Office are shown in table 9. At pre- 
sent, similar data for other agencies extending short-term credit to 
farmers are not available.
